Mission will profit

By DICK PRAUL 
County Reporter 
Lompoc 
Valley’s 
famed

Purisima Mission will be among the 
beneficiaries of the $250-million 
State Park Bond Fund which is 
expected to be approved in June by 
the voters, William Penn Mott, 
State Parks and Recreation director 
informed the Board of Supervisors 
Monday. 
Mott 
said 
the 
La 
Purisima 
Mission which is now the center of a 
new struggle between commercial 
interests and conservationists over 
preservation of open space fronting 
the mission, would benefit from a 
$15 million portion of the bond funds 
that would be set aside for historic 
preservation in the state. 
Possible 
acquisition 
of 
land 
fronting the mission along with 
underground of utilities in the 
immediate area are among the 
project envisioned to enhance the 
mission’s setting. 
Mott also asked the supervisors if 
county officials could draw up a 
priority list of projects shortly to 
present to the state so the county 
could get a “ headstart” on funding 
if the measure passed as Mott 
seemed confident it would. 
The county stands to receive 
$1,130,000 in capital construction 
and park land acquisition funds as 
its share for unincorporated areas 
and cities. 


Mott also said: 
— Bonds 
could 
be 
sold 
immediately after July 1, start of 
the new fiscal year, so the county 
could set up projects and avoid 
further handicaps of inflation. 
—Projects envisioned by the state 
on state parks in the county include 
extension of the Refugio Beach Park 
area, El Capitan Beach Park 
improvements and expansion, and 
protection for the lands around the 
warm springs at Gaviota Beach 
Park. More than $1.5 million could 
be spent on these projects. 
—Funding could also help the plan 
for a trail that would link the Santa 
Barbara and La Purisima Mission. 


Mott told the supervisors he hoped 
the board would take action to see to 
it that Santa Barbara County “ got 
back 
into 
the 
state 
fair” 
at 
Sacramento with an exhibit. He said 
his department has taken over the 
Jair and feels the county and state 
"should emphasize its agricultural 
wealth in exhibits at the fair. Santa 
Barbara County should stress its 
unique florticulture industry and 
seed production, said Mott. 


Supervisor Curtis Tunnell asked 
Mott if it would be possible for the 
state to encourage development of 
national forest area in the county for 
park area use. Mott answered that 
the

involve only current state parks.

Delays cause K-Mart 
to 'redesign7 project

A surveying error has caused a time-consuming delay in development of a 
discount department store destined for H Street and North Avenue, the 
Planning Commission learned last night. 


Community Development Director A1 Autry told the commission, 
officials of K-Mart Discount store were “ reassessing” the project. Today, 
Autry told this reporter the company was redesigning the project and that 
there was no question about the company locating here. Plans were 
announced some time ago to locate the merchandising outlet on the 
northwest corner of the H Street and North Avenue intersection. 


In an amplification on last night’s revelation Autry said a survey 
company had discovered a 50-foot error in the plans. 


Autry said he didn’t know who caused the error, but he said it wasn’t the 
city. Because of the complexity of utility line installations and easements, 
an error of 50 feet in the computations was considered great enough to 
invalidate previous plans, Autry said. The company had presented 
preliminary plans and had been in the process of work to meet a self 
imposed target date of March 1975 for completion. 
Autry said the redesign problems would make it difficult for the company 
to meet that timetable. 
In other action last night the commission approved Vernon Copeland’s 
motion recommending that the City Council reroute appeals on 
environmental quality to the commission instead of to the council. 


At the present time Autry makes environmental assessments backed by 
the environmental quality committee. The committee’s complement of 
members includes three planning commissioners, according to Autry. 
Copeland’s motion was believed spurred by a recent appeal to the council 
from a negative declaration that Autry made on a development. In his 
motion last night Copeland called for any appeal from Autry’s decisions to 
come to the commission first. Commissioner Robert Kranig also suggested 
that the commission study the ordinance and format of the environmental 
quality committee. 
In other action the commission: 
—Continued until the next meeting a decision on a request for a lot split to 
accommodate an apartment development in a parcel located between 
Chestnut and Laurel Avenues and between O and R Streets. 
—Set the proposed bikeways plan for a public hearing on April 8. 
—Recommended that the city council appeal to the Board of Supervisors 
for a sum of money reportedly available for use on bikeway developments 
in the Fourth Supervisorial District. The action followed an appeal by 
Alberta Morgan of 813 W. College Ave. She told the commission she was a 
member of the group, Citizens for Responsible Government and was 
concerned that the supervisors heed the bikeway needs of the area. 
—Agreed to peg the commission’s request for general fund monies for the 
1974-75 year at $3,500 to finance trips to meetings.

“ Those little bastards in the 
southern district (New York) were 
all over me,’’ Dean quoted Mitchell 
as saying. “ They asked questions all 
over the lot about (John) Erhlich- 
man (President Nixon s assistant) 
and about you. John, you had better 
call your friend Kleindienst, the 


attorney general, and tell him 
what’s going on in the southern 
district.” 
“ So I called Kleindienst and told 
him Mitchell said it was a runaway 
grand jury.” 
The result of the grand jury 
investigation was the indictment of 
Mitchell and Stans on charges of 
conspiring to impede a Securities 
and Exchange Commission (SEC) 
investigation of Vesco in return for a 
$200.000 Nixon re-election campaign 
rontribution from the financier. 


Vesco also was indicted but has fled 
the country, and Dean was named 
co-conspirator but was not indicted. 
Dean answered questions put to

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Panel receives jury report 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - The 
House committee deciding whether 
there are grounds to impeach 
President Nixon took possession 
today of possibly vital of evidence 
—the Watergate grand jury’s secret 
report into Nixon’s handling of the 
scandal. 
Lawyers for the House Judiciary 
Committee got a two-page summary 
of the evidence and a bulging brown 
leather 
briefcase 
filled 
with 
material from the private office 
safe of U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica. 
Sirica ruled last week —and the 
U.S. Court of Appeals upheld —that 
the committee must have the grand 
jury report. 
The jury, which March 1 indicted 
seven of Nixon’s closest aides and 
campaign officials for conspiracy in 
the Watergate cover-up, had asked 
Sirica to give the committee the 
fruit 
of 
its 
inquiry 
into 
the 
President’s handling of the scandal. 
John M. Doar, the committee 
chief counsel, was guarded by four 
large police officers as he left 
Sirica’s office at noon carrying the 
briefcase. He did not talk with 
reporters. 
Sirica called reporters into his 
office and told them the transfer 
process was complete. He read a 
letter from Judiciary Chairman 
Peter J. Rodino, D-N.J., authorizing 
Doar “ to receive on behalf of the 
Judiciary Committee” the grand 
jury 
report 
and 
accompanying 
materials. 
“ I 
deeply 
appreciate 
the 
cooperation of the District Court of 
the United States of America,” 
Rodino wrote Sirica. 
The judge then read a statement 
which said that he had turned the 
material over to Doar and minority 
counsel Albert Jenner, and “ as far 
as the court is concerned, the 
transmittal is hereby completed.” 
Sirica 
said 
in 
comments 
to 
reporters that he and the House 
committee investigators met in the 
jury room, “ not my office,” and 
simply made an inventory of the 
material. 
“ We wanted to be sure that they 
got everything the grand jury 
wanted us to turn over,” he said. 
He refused to describe any of the 
material and would not say if there 
was indeed a tape of the March 21, 
1973 conversation between Nixon 
and John W. Dean III, the former 
presidential counsel, in which “ hush 
money” to Watergate burglars was 
discussed. 
Sirica said his next move after 
turning over the report was to go on 
vacation. 
It was Sirica who on March 18 
ordered

committee. 
Attorneys for H.R. 
Haldeman and Gordon Strachan 
failed Thursday to win a stay of 
Sirica’s order from the U.S. Court of 
Appeals. 
The Appeals Court said it agreed 
with

“ speculative” to worry that the 
material would be leaked to news 
media and destroy chances for a fair 
trial for the Watergate defendants.”

Kissinger meets 
Brezhnev, talks

MOSCOW (U PI) — U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger and 
Soviet Communist party general 
secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev today 
discussed the delicate question of 
the Middle East where Kissinger’s 
personal diplomacy has annoyed the 
Soviets.

Kremlin on the second day of 
Kissinger’s visit here. 


They planned to resume talks at 5 
p.m.

East 
peace 
negotiations 
after their earlier 
discussions on the stalled Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) in 
Geneva. But he gave no details. 
The Soviets have been critical of 
Kissingers personal diplomacy in 
the Middle East, indicating they 
want the action shifted back to the 
Geneva peace conference where 
they felt they can have more of a 
say. 
Kissinger opened his talks with 
Brezhnev Monday and told Soviet 
officials during a luncheon toast: 
“ Our greatest goal over the next 
three years is that we can make the 
relationship that has grown up 
between our two peoples and our 
leaders irreversible.”

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Speaker Albert says Nixon 
has lost ground in House 


WASHINGTON (D PI) — Speaker Carl Albert says 
President Nixon’s remark that the House Judiciary 
Committee wants to carry away White House Watergate 
documents in a U*haul trailer is a ‘‘wild defensive 
maneuver” that is almost beneath the dignity of the 
presidency. 
In one of his bluntest statements yet on efforts to 
impeach the President for his handling of Watergate, 
Albert also said he believed Nixon had lost more ground 
with House members in the last two or three months than 
he did “ through the entire previous eight or nine months.” 
He made the statement Monday on Straight Talk, a 
weekly interview produced by the National Public Affairs 
Center for Television and carried by the Public Broad­ 
casting Service. 
Asked why he thought Nixon was losing House support, 
Albert said he believed there is a feeling that the President 
“ has unfairly attacked the (Judiciary) committee which is 
given a job when the committee hasn’t really given him any 
occasion to do this.” 
“ I mean such statements as they might want to take a U- 
haul and go down to the White House and carry back all the 
documents they can find...It seems to me that that 


statement by itself is a wild defensive maneuver on the part 
of the President and almost beneath the dignity of the office 
of President... 
“ I’m surprised the President would say a thing like 
that.” 
Albert, who would preside if the impeachment issue 
came to the House floor, said he had reached no personal 
conclusions as to whether Nixon should be impeached 
because “ I want to preside as speakers always do when 
they sit in the chair, and that is with absolute impartiality.” 
Did he agree with Senate Democratic Whip Robert Byrd 
of West Virginia that Nixon distorted the facts when he said 
he was cooperating with the Judiciary Committee? “ Well, 
if he’s fully cooperating, I haven’t been able to find it out.” 
As for Nixon’s demand that the committee specify what 
grounds it was considering for impeachment before he 
decides whether to turn over 42 tapes sought by the 
congressmen, Albert said : 
“ The President has no authority whatever to determine 
what issues the House will consider, what line, legal lines 
the House will draw. No court has any right or power to 
review such decisions. The first and final constitutional 
authority is in the House.”

At bottom, court rules 
flag wearing legal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme Court overturned Monday the 
conviction of a M assachusetts man arrested for wearing an American flag on the 
seat of his pants. 
The court ruled 5 to 4 that the state law against m istreatm ent of the American 
flag was unconstitutional because it was too vague and too broad 
In his m ajority opinion, Justice Lewis F. Powell wrote that the law "fails to 
draw reasonably clear lines between the kinds of nonceremonial treatm ent that 
are crim inal and those that are not." 
He also said that "flag contem pt statutes have been characterized as void of 
lack of notice on the theory that what is contemptuous to one man may be a work 
of a rt to another.” 
The case involved Valarie Goguen, who was convicted in W orcester, County, 
M ass., for wearing a United States flag sewed to the seat of his pants. 
Justice Byron R White, in a concurring opinion, said he thought the law was 
not too vague, but believed it did violate the 1st and 14th Amendments 
guaranteeing free speech and due process. 
In one of the two dissenting opinions, Justice William H. Rehnquist said he 
thought the law did not violate the 1st Amendment since the defendant did not 
seem to be "trying to com m unicate any particular idea ... which is entitled to 1st 
Amendment protection.” 
“The significance of the flag, and the deep emotional feelings it arouses in a 
large part of our citizens, cannot be fully expressed in the two dimensions of a 
law yer’s brief or of a judicial opinion,” said Rehnquist. 
In other decisions, the court: 
—Refused to review an appeal of a decision which struck down New Jersey’s 
1847 abortion law as an invasion of a w om an’s privacy and unconstitutionally 
vague. Since the court ruled last year that women and their doctors have a right 
to decide on an abortion in the first trim ester of pregnancy, it has declined to 
hear any abortion cases.

Little League, which wants to keep 
girls off its’ baseball fields, just 
doesn’t understand what little girls 
can do, according to a New Jersey 
judge. Some of the boys think it s the 
judges who don’t understand. 
New Jersey has ordered the Little 
League to allow girls to play Little 
League baseball, and the league 
argued before three judges Monday 
against the order. 
The judges made it known that 
they feel some girls can hit. run and 
throw as well as boys but said they 
will rule later on the state order 
banning sex discrimination in 1,900 
local Little Leagues. 
“ As a group girls are not as 
skillful as boys," said Little League 
lawyer 
Michael 
LoPrete 
said. 
“ There are values to be served by 
boys playing alone.” 
■! Judge 
Milton 
Conford, 
the 
presiding 
judge, 
criticized 
Lo- 
Prete’s attitude. 
"Philosophically, you're not in 
tune with the sex discrimination 
act." Judge Conford said. “ The 
statute was intended to get rid of the 
stereotyped conceptions of what 
women are fit for." 
Ten-year-old Douglas McLanin of 
Jersey City wasn’t interested in the 
legal 
arguments. 
Douglas 
had 
purely practical reasons for trying 
to keep his 12-year-old sister. Susie, 
and other girls out of his Little 
League. 


“ She wants to play, but I told her 
that's dumb," Douglas explained. “ I 
play catch with her now. but you 
can't throw it fast because as soon 
as you do she hollers Stop It hurts.’ 
If you let girls play and they get hit 
with a 
ball, they’ll just start 
crying.” 


The Little League contends the 
court suit against * its boys-only 
policy, brought by the feminist 
National Organization of Women 
(NOW), has thrown the baseball 
program in New Jersey into chaos 
because some teams are allowing 
girls to sign up and try out and 
others are planning to suspend 
operations 
entirely 
rather 
than 
allow girls to play. 


LoPrete argued that the Little 
League should be limited to boys, 
just as there are Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts, and men’s bowling teams 
and womens’ bowling leagues. Lo­ 
Prete argued that bowling alleys are 
public accommodations and they 
have separate leagues. 


“ Our problem,” Judge Conford 
replied, “ is only to decide whether

NEW YORK (U P I) — This always is the worst part 
of the job. 


A manager, any manager, all managers have no 
real book or guide they can go to when the time comes 
to release a ballplayer. There is no prescribed right or 
wrong way to do it, but all managers learn how 
quickly. 


After a manager cuts loose his first player, he 
automatically becomes a veteran at the procedure. 


Eddie Mathews is beginning his second full season 
as manager of the Atlanta Braves and he remembers 
the first player he ever had to let go. It was Denny 
McLain, who was with Atlanta on a look last spring, 
and when spring training finished a year ago Mathews 
simply told McLain, thanks, he was all through 
looking. 


On Monday, at the Braves’ training site in West 
Palm Beach, Fla., Eddie Mathews had to do the same 
thing again with a pair of other veterans, Dick Dietz, 
a 32-year-old catcher with eight years in the majors, 
and Ron Swoboda, a 29-year-old outfielder with 10 
years experience. 


Dick Dietz hadn’t played much for the Braves this 
spring, so he surmised what was up when Mathews 
summoned him to his office. 


Mathews told him the reasons he had to let him go 
and added it would take six days for waivers to clear. 


“ I know you can still hit,” the Braves’ manager said 
to the husky receiver who was an All-Star participant 
as late as 1970 with the San Francisco Giants. “ I ’ll be 
more than happy to tell that to any club that’s 
interested in you and calls me.” 


Now Eddie Mathews called Ron Swoboda into his 
office. 


Ron Swoboda has a far different make-up than Dick 
Dietz. Not that Dick Dietz didn’t take the news hard. 
Being more emotional, Ron Swoboda simply took it 
harder. 


He was shocked, literally overwhelmed, when 
Mathews told him he was being forced to release him, 
and in a way that’s understandable because Ron 
Swoboda had been busting his shoe-laces this spring 
and did, in fact, have a good spring for the Braves. 
Mathews saw how hard Swoboda was taking it. 


“ Look, Ron,” he said, “ it has really nothing to do 
with your ability or your lack of ability. If some of 
these kids hadn’t shown their credentials, if they 
hadn’t looked so good and if we didn’t have certain 
option problems, we might’ve gone the other way.” 


Mathews was talking about some of the Braves’ 
newer members, kids like Rod Gilbreath, Leo Foster 
and Rowland Office among others. The Atlanta 
manager was beginning to go into detail when Ron 
Swoboda suddenly rose from his chair. 


“ You don’t have to explain,” he said. “ This is all 
superfluous.” 


His mouth dry and his throat tight, Swoboda walked 
out of the room. 


Ten minutes or so later, he was back. 


“ I didn’t mean anything,” he said to Eddie 
Mathews, who understood completely and wasn’t 
really looking for an apology. “ I was shocked and 
choked up I guess . . . ” 


The two men conversed for awhile. 
Eddie Mathews went over some things he had tried 
to tell Ron Swoboda before; things like how the kids 
were the future of the Braves and how an opportunity 
had to be given them; things like how a ball club had 
to pay a player for two months if it kept him even one 
day after March 25th. Ron Swoboda listened sympa­ 
thetically, and said he knew. 


This is Eddie Mathews’ 18th year in the big leagues. 
He has seen a lot of players sent back down to the 
minors and released outright. He used to see other 
managers do the job, but as a manager himself now, 
he has to do it himself. It isn’t pleasant, yet it’s part of 
the job. 


“ I try to be fair and honest,” he says. “ I ’ve got 
ballplayers to evaluate and I ’m going to do it the very 
best I can. I ’m not saying I always do the right thing. I 
try, though.” 


It would be absolutely incorrect to say Mathews did 
not feel something when he had to let both Dietz and 
Swoboda go Monday. He did feel something. It 
bothered him to an extent, and why would there not be 
some hurt ? 
“ Anytime you involve yourself with people, it’s 
going to hurt,” Eddie Mathews says. “ You let a 
ballplayer go, and always does something to you. It’s 
not a pleasant task.”

Salmon great 
at San Luis

Nothing short of fabulous. That’s the salmon fishing 
report out of Port San Luis last week. Limits were caught 
by midmorning in many cases, with some large fish (over 
20 pounds) in the take. 
The five-day Port San Luis tally, ending last Thursday, 
showed 139 boats launched and 523 salmon reeled in, a total 
of 1,447 for the year. 
This might be one of the really good salmon years. 
One of the more successful salmon anglers, Max Charles, 
said he kept away from crowded areas, making a wide 
circle around other anglers. Max and others who followed 
this pattern were in by mid-morning with limits of large 
fish. 
Port San Luis Sportfishing reports excellent rock fishing 
in the Point Sal and Purissima areas. 
In the Ventura-Hueneme area, rock fishing 
has been 
good, with many limits of rock fish and some halibut and 
bass. A few white sea bass were caught off the Ventura 
River by salmon fishermen, but the Chinooks were 
conspicuous by their absence. Seems the water around 
Avila is more to the liking of the food fish, and so that is 
where the salmon are to be found. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Lopez Lake is still very much in the crappie picture. Most 
of the action is from the shore, and from trolling in the 
Lopez and Wittenburg arms of the lake. Also some large 
blue gill have been landed in the Wittenburg arm. Bass 
fishing on the slow side. Most boat owners are out for trout. 
The water is still on the cold side, and the largemouths are 
still hanging around the lake bottom, with deep trollers 
picking up a few. 
Margarita Lake shows good bass fishing, also crappie, 
but right now this is strictly a boat-fishing lake. The far end 
is unreachable from the shore line. The lake property ends 
below White Oak Flats, and beyond that is posted US Army 
land. 
The white bass are showing up finally at most any spot in 
Lake Nacimiento. The catfish are also beginning to bite as 
the water warms up. Bass fishing is beginning to pick up in 
the bays and shallow spots, with lead head jigs 
showing 
best results. 
With the 
large interest in black bass fishing, the 
Department of Fish and Game (D FG ) is stocking a lot of 
brood bass in many new lakes in the California Aqueduct 
resource. Bass were planted in Pyramid Lake, the Colorado 
River near Blythe, and in various undesignated spots. 
ANTI-HUNTERS 
The anti-hunters are on the prowl again. A general 
proposal to discontinue hunting along certain areas of the 
Big Sur coast will he submitted to the State Fish and Game 
Commission at the April 5 meeting, and the proposal is 
already on the agenda! No ruling will be made until the 
May 3 meeting. 
'Hie Arroyo Grande Sportsman’s Club has taken a firm 
stand against the request, and we suggest that every 
sportsman and conservationist write a personal letter 
objecting to this proposed land closure. Address the letter 
to the State Fish and Game Commission, Mr. Les 
Edgerton, Executive Secretary, 1416 9th St., Sacramento, 
Calif. 95814. 
The proposal is a long sob story of what is in store in the 
future. It is a product of the anti-hunting element in the 
state, which is all too well established. Eventually, if they 
have their way, all federal lands, and then private lands, 
will be closed to hunting. 
The Commission has increased the scale of maximum 
angler access fees that operators may charge on non-profit 
reservoirs receiving maintenance stocking from the state. 
The DFG will plant 350,000 silver salmon in selected 
waters of the north coastal counties in the near future. The 
fish were reared in the Nimbus hatchery.

Killing the messenger 


Under the first amendment of the Bill of 
Rights, it is specifically stated, and with 
ample reason, the Congress shall make no 
law which would abridge the freedom of 
the press. 
The framers of the Constitution well 
recognized the necessity for a free press in 
a system in which the government would 
be run by representatives elected by all 
the people. They knew human nature and 
realized that without a free and vigorous 
press, too many men would use the power 
of elected position unscrupulously, and at 
the expense of their constituents, would go 
u n w a t c h e d , 
u n f e t t e r e d 
and 
unconstitutionally 
down 
the 
road 
to 
another form of government than that 
which the framers saw as conducive to 
freedom. 
The Supreme Court of the U.S. will 
shortly have to come to grips with a 
Florida law which would seriously hamper 
newspaper work, as well as very much 
negate press freedom as called for by the 
first amendment. 
The Florida law is one which requires 
newspapers to give equal space for reply 
to 
any 
political 
candidate 
attacked 
editorially by that newspaper. Such a law.

if approved as constitutional by the high 
court, 
would 
effectively 
restrict 
newspapers all across the country from 
publishing any article or editorial critical 
of 
a 
candidate. 
Without 
too 
much 
imagination, one can envision the laws 
eventual application to the already elected 
politician as well. In either event, what 
governmental or judicial agency would be 
charged 
with 
d e t e r mi n i n g 
what 
constituted an attack? 
The United States and its government is 
presently going through one of the worst, if 
not the worst, political scandals and 
subsequent 
upheavals 
in 
its 
history. 
Without question, the freedom of the 
national 
news 
media 
has 
been 
instrumental in bringing this crisis to the 
attention of the governed, where it should 
and must be. We may not like what we see 
and read, but we must not com e to a point 
at which we kill the m essenger who bears 
bad 
tidings. 
Any 
abridgment 
of 
the 
freedom of the press to carry out its 
function 
as 
the 
fourth 
estate 
of 
government would make all of us the 
losers, and a law such as that to presently 
com e before the justices would take us a 
long way toward that abridgment. 


Young and old 


I spoke the other day of the 
excruciating problem of the aged, 
and how it grows worse. 
Simultaneous with the increase in 
the aged is the increase in the 
college population. That population 
in 1930 was 1.1 million. In 1970, 8 4 
million. 
It is my proposal 
that the burden of 
the nonprofessional 
work done in behalf 
of the aged should 
be done by young 
men 
and 
women 
graduated 
from 
high school, during 
one 
year 
before 
m atriculating 
at 
college. 
The idea of public service of some 
kind or another bv the citizenry has 
frequently been proposed. There has 
been an instinctive coolness towards 
the idea primarily because of the 
conscriptive 
feel 
of 
it: 
the 
suggestion that government require 
anyone 
to 
do 
anything 
of 
a 
philanthropic character tends to put 
one off, and for reasons not by any 
means all bad. The opportunity is 
great for initiative from the private 
sector. 
I envision a statement by the 
trustees of the ten top-rated private 
colleges and universities in the 
United States in which it is given as 
common policy that beginning in the 
fall semester of 1976 (to pick a year 
far enough away to permit planning, 
soon 
enough 
to 
g e n e r a t e 
excitement), no one accepted into 
the 
freshman 
class 
will 
be 
matriculated until after he has 
passed one year in public service. I 
say public service because if the 
plan were very widely adopted, 
there would be more young help 
available than could be absorbed in 
the nursing homes alone. There are 
many other ways in which the young 
could be used. As guards in the 
grade schools, just to give a single 
example (there are 1,700 auxiliaries 
in the New York schools alone), but 
for convenience I dwell on the care 
of the aged. 
As regards the financing, it would 
be 
required 
only 
that 
the 
government exclude this category of 
volunteers from the provisions of 
the minimum wage. Otherwise the 
economi c 
advant age 
would 
substantially dissipate. The nursing 
homes would of course provide 
board and pocket money (mostly, 
the volunteers could continue to live 
at home). In the unusual case where 
the 18-year-old is helping to support 


his own family, the college could 
either suspend the requirement or 
concert with foundations to find 
ways to permit the young volunteers 
to eke out the year. 


The colleges 
would 
take 
the 
position 
that 
they 
desire, 
in 
matriculating freshmen, an earnest 
of 
public 
concern, 
and 
extra­ 
academic experience of a useful 
kind The intervention ot hundreds 
of thousands of 18-year-olds into the 
lives of the aged would serve more 
than merely the obvious purposes of 
cleaning the rooms and pushing the 
wheelchairs and washing the dishes. 
It 
would 
mean, 
for the aged, 
continuing 
contact 
with 
young, 
spirited 
people 
in 
their 
most 
effusive years. 


For the young it would mean 
several things. It would postpone by 
a 
year 
their 
matriculation 
at 
college. College administrators are 
all but unanimous in their conviction 
that an older student, one year, 
rather than freshly graduated, from 
high school gets more out of college. 
The experience would, moreover, 
interrupt the inertial commitment 
to more-and- more education, and 
some of the less strongly motivated, 
the rhythm having been broken.

would probably elect not to go on to 
college. 
The experience — particularly 
because of the voluntary aspect of 
it— would remind young people at 
an impressionable age of the nature 
of genuine, humanitarian service, 
which is the disinterested personal 
act of kindness, administered by one

individual. 
And 
the 
experience 
woul d 
t o u c h 
t h e 
y o u n g , 
temperamentally 
impatient 
with 
any thought of the other end of the 
life cycle, with the reality of old 
age; with the human side of the 
d e t r i t us 
whose 
ecol ogi cal 
c o u n t e r p a r t s 
ha ve 
a l m o s t 
exclusively 
occupied 
fashionable 
attention in recent years. Their 
capacity to give pleasure to others, 
without the stimulant of sex, or the 
pressure of the peer group, or the 
sense of family obligation, or the 
lure of economic reward, could not 
help but reinforce the best instincts 
ot 
American 
youth, 
and 
these 
instincts are unstimulated at our 
peril 
What it might provide for 
society as a whole, this union of 
young and old, is , just possibly, the 
reestablishment of a lost circuit: of 
spirit, 
and 
affect i on, 
and 
understanding. 


Oddly, the question was brought 
up last week during the Lompoc 
Be a u t i f i c a t i o n 
Commi s s i on 
meeting Secretary Mike Kaufman 
had advised the commission that a 
vacancy now exists in their ranks. 
The question: how do common 
folk let it be known that they wish to 
serve on a city commission or 
board9 
E i t h e r 
t h e 
h o n o r a b l e 
Beautification Commissioners have 
forgotten what steps they took to 
become 
commissioners or 
they 
were appointed outright by the city 
council. In any event, I can think of 
many reasons why a person should 
not be a commissioner or board 
member and only one reason why he 
should. 
As a reporter who covers two 
commissions and a board, I have 
recorded these minus reasons — 
—Comm issioners 
and 
board 
members receive no compensation, 
no coins, not even gas money to 
defray 
costs 
of 
driving 
on 
commission business. 


—One and often two nights a 
month are taken up by regular 
meetings, but more hours are taken 
up 
in 
sub-com m ittees, 
work 
sessions, 
doing 
homework, 
and 
maintaining constant surveillance 
over the commission's areas of 
responsibility. 


—Commissions and boards have 
no significant authority. They can 
only recommend to the city council 
that two street trees remain in place 
when a citizen complains the trees 
are breaking up the sidewalk in 
front of his home or that $35 be spent 


on office and special supplies to 
carry 
out 
the 
com m ission’s 
“ normative functions.” The city 
council approves and disapproves. 
—Friends, neighbors, and new 
acquaintances want explanations 
why this or that hasn’t been done by 
the commission. Impatient ones 
attempt to pressure a commissioner 
into taking immediate action. Yet 
commissioners try to pacify every 
citizen who doesn’t bother to keep 
up with what the commission is 
doing or trying to do — a frustrating 
pastime. 
—Commissioners 
and 
board 
members have to project a certain 
image. For example, sometimes 
the Park and Recreation members 
go over to the LPI after a meeting 
for drinks, and they all know when 
to leave. I’ve noticed. 


—Then there are personal covert 
conflicts between commissioners 
during meetings. One commissioner 
delivers every comment like it’s 
being read into the congressional 
record. Another persists on raising 
the most remote questions and 
points about a subject, mostly to let 
his fellow commissioners know that 
he is not so dumb (of course he does 
this at what should be the end of a 
discussion, when everyone is too 
weary of the subject.) 


—Commissioners 
must 
submit 
themselves to hours of discussion on 
a subject which often solves nothing 
and should have been taken up by a 
sub-committee or during a work 
session. 
(It’s 
getting 
late 
and 
they’re only half-way through the 
agenda.) 


—And - maybe the worst feature 
of all - a commissioner must take 
the chance of getting misquoted in 
the Record, and maybe a bigger 
chance by being quoted accurately. 
(Even commissioners make rash 
statements. ) 
If you are still interested m sitting 
on a commission or board after this 
forewarning, this is what to do 
Obtain an “ Application for Board 
and 
Commission 
Appointments” 
from the city clerk, Wilma Thomas. 
Fill it out and return it to her. 
She will make copies for each of 
the city council members. When the 
next vacancy opens, the city council 
will go into executive session, and 
rviewmg the applications, make a 
selection. 
Presently, there are four city 
commissions (Planning, Park and 
R e c r e a t i o n , 
W a t e r , 
and 
Beautification) 
and four boards 
(Architectural 
Review, 
Building 
Appeals, Personnel Appeals, and 
Library Board of Trustees). Most 
terms run four years and expire at 
different times of different years. 
Openings, if you’re still reading, 
are imminent. Besides the one 
vacancy now on the Beautification 
Commission, two vacancies open in 
June on the Planning Commission 
and on the Water Commission, two 
vacancies open in July on the 
Library Board, and one vacancy 
opens in September on the Parks 
and Recreation Commission. 
About that one plus reason a 
person should sit on a commission 
or board, 
he might get some 
meaningful project done, should the 
city council bless it.

Down to the wire 


The moment of truth comes this 
week in salary negotiations between 
school 
em ployes 
and 
school 
adm inistration. 
Teachers 
and 
classified employes— custodians, 
gardeners, clerks, secretaries and 
electricians, 
etc. 
— 
will 
meet 
separately tomorrow to consider 
approval or rejection for a 10 per 
cent salary raise offer, plus a fringe 
benefit package up $131 — to about 
$510 for classified personnel and to a 
total a little less for teachers. 
The 
adm inistra­ 
tion has made the 
separate 
offers 
more attractive by 
m a k i n g 
t h e m 
effective on April 1, 
thus 
adding 
an 
additional three per 
cent bonus to salary 
packages. 
Despite all the effort to conclude 
the salary end of negotiations by 
April 
1, 
which 
incidentally 
is 
earl i er 
than 
this 
re p o rte r 
remembers, there are rumbles of 
discontent. 
A one-page broadside circulated 
by Lompoc Education Association 
Monday, 
notes. 
“The board of 
d irecto rs 
of 
the 
LEA 
will 
r e c o m m e n d 
to 
t h e 
LE A 
Repr es ent at i ve 
Council 
the 
rejection of the present proposal for 
the, following 
reasons: 
(and 
I 
paraphrase. The administration’s 
proposal does not keep the 2-1 ratio 
with the top salary double the 
beginning salary. And, two thirds of 
the LEA membership “suffer from 
these inequities.” 
De s pi t e 
the 
unhappi ness 
expressed in these ideas, the LEA 
broadside closes with a conciliatory 
note: “ We would like to commend 
the Board of Trustees for the 


positive steps they have taken to 
bring us this close to settlement this 
early in the school year.” 
The 
Lompoc 
Federation 
of 
Teachers organization also calls for 
teachers to reject the 10 per cent 
proposal but the appeal is more 
strongly worded: “ Lest we forget, 
April 1st is April Fools’ Day, and the 
last laugh will be on the teachers if 
they accept this proposal. Now is 
the time for teachers to stop being a 
door 
m at 
for 
the 
district’s 
capricious and deceptive policies. It 
is of the utmost importance that 
teachers unite and, reject this offer 
as being unfair, insufficient and 
deceptive. Tell your building reps 
how you feel.” 
The attitude of the classified 
personnel, most of whom belong to 
the California School Employes 
Association (CSEA), was not clear 
as they prepared to discuss and 
presumably vote on the 10 per cent 
offer. 
One 
source 
said 
some 
classified personnel were anxious to 
accept the offer, but that many 
employes 
were dissatisfied and 
were 
not 
enchanted 
with 
the 
possibility of gaining a bonus of 
three per cent by approving the 
offer before April 1. 
The source said the CSEA officials 
had a recommendation ready to 
announce at a meeting Wednesday, 
but declined to disclose the nature of 
the recommendation — for example 
whether it would be for acceptance 
or rejection or whether it might be 
some other recommendation. 
The, LEA broadside also noted 
that “the bargaining positions are 
becoming very close, and that every 
attempt be made to settle salary by 
April 1.” 
That thought may be the key. 
Until this year LEA was the sole 


t e a c h e r 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e 
organization. 
Then 
came 
the 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers and 
the AFL-CIO. 
LEA holds eight of the nine seats 
on 
the 
Certificated 
Employe 
Council, with the one remaining seat 
going to LFT, and thus holds the 
balance of power. This could be a 
crucial factor because the classified 
employes as well, 
because the 
classified have traditionally tacked 
on the end of their salary agreement 
the proviso that they agree to accept 
no less a raise than teachers 
u l t i ma t e l y 
get. 
Classified 
negotiations traditionally conclude 
earlier in the year than that for 
teachers because they work during 
the summer and most teachers 
don’t. 
When the classified employes go 
into their meeting Wednesday, they 
will know what action the teachers 
took at a meeting earlier in the day.
